SHANGHAI.

‘The Chinese warships engaged in the battle 
were the Ting-yuen, Chen-yuen, King-ynen,, 
Ping-yuen, Lat-ynen; Cht-yuen, Ching-yuen, 
Tat-yuen, Chao-yuen, Yang-wet, Kuang-chat, 
Kuang-ping, and four torpedo-boate, which 
were convoying six transports full of troops 
to the Korean city of Aleblu, on the . Yaloo 
river,.to re-Inforce the Chinese army {o the 
Peninsular Kingdom. ‘The Squadron and trans- 
parts arrived safely off the eastern entrance 
of the Yaloo on Monday morning with the 
Intentlon to tand the troops Inside the river at 
flond tlde, At tionn a flert of nineteen Japanese 
warships hove in sight and immediately opencd 
fire on the Chinese, who promptly responded, 
The engagement sted — untill nightfall, 
with disastrous results on each side. The 
Japanese war-vemels Matsushima and Yoshino, 
and the transport Sathio-maru were terribly 
damaged. : 

The Chinese Fleet with the exception of the 
Kine-yucn, Chth-ysuen, Chao-vung and Tang 
wet, alleged to have been driven ashore or su!

on board. The Captain refused, however, to do 
so, and with the afd of a Chinaman who had 
ved for a long time In Yokohams, was at last 
successful fn securing the transfer of the men to 
another steamer, which shortly afterwarde left 
the port.

THE ADVANCE OF, THE JAPANESE TROOPS, 

The correspondent of the Kokumin wiitlog 
from Kalsong, Korea, under date Atguat 29th, 
states that the Chinese troops at Pingyang had. 
advanced at onetime to Pong-san, Son-heung, 
ud from Whongu, but have now fallen back 
to Ping:yank which they have strongly fortified. 
General Oshima, commading the gth Brigade 
’ of the Japanese army, proceeded toward Pingyang 
on the 29th with over 9,000 troops comparing 
the left wing. He was expected to spend that 
night at Keumchhon, the oth at Pin-san, the 
grat at So-shu and September tet at Son-Heung. 
Tf the battalion of Major Ichlnobe, forming the 
advance guard, can fall back near Son-Heung 
and draw the Chinese troops out there, the 
main body onder General Oshima “will stop 
at Son-Heung for the first action. Son- 
Heung fs a large town between Plog-yang and 
Kal-song, contalning over 2,000 houses, large 
enough to accommodate a large army. If the 
advance guard met no opposition the main body 
would be able to reach g-san of September 
and and take up a position shere fora day or 
two, The roads from Pong-san to Ping-yang 
hy way of Whangju and Chang-yon, belong 
through 8 b peeos jus mountain pass, the 
passage is tobe a most perilous undertaking. 
If the Chinese strongly defend Chang-yor, it 
will-be Impousible for the Japanese to reach the 
river Tal-dong without disaster, If, on the 
contrary, the Chinese retire to Ping-yang and 
destroy the bridge conatructed by them over the 
river Tal-dong, and all the boats on the
